Hanan. daughter of the late Alfred P. 
Hanan, shoe manufacturer, 
died In 


the Long Island College hospital early 
today without having advanced any 
explanation a.3 to why she had been 
shot Friday morning by her erstwhile 
Chum, Mrs. Grace Lawes, who later 
committed suicide.

Dartmouth graduate, who was In her 
company when the

place outside, the apartment of a mu- 
tual friend In Brooklyn, was at her 
bedside when the end came 
at

o'clock thla morning, Mrs. Clara M. 
Hanan, her mother, and several other 
relatives also were present, but the 
girl, who had lapsed into unconscious- 
ness shortly after midnight, did not 
recognize a»y of them. 


An autopsy performed by Dr. Carl 


Boettiger, assistant medical examiner, 
showed that the bullet pierced the 
thorax and the abdomen and lodged 
under the ninth rib on the right side, 
beenath the chest wait. One blood 
transfusion, made Friday In an effort 
to save the girl's life, seemed to give 
her additional strength and led physi- 
cians to hold out hope for her recov- 
*ry, but a relapse eet In Saturday ev- 
ening and sh« failed rapidly. 


The. real motive for the shooting 


may never be publicly known. Police 
who investigated the case expressed 
the theory that Jealousy was a -con- 
tributing factor but they were unable 
to determine whether It was because 
of Borland or because ot the sever- 
ance of Mrs. Lawes' friendly relations 
with Miss Hanan. Borland told po- 
lice that he believed Mrs. Lawes waa 
driven to the act as a result of having 
lost the friendship and financial as- 
sistance of Miss Hanan. He also ex- 
Dressed th« belief that this was fol- 
lowed by excessive drinking, tvhleh 
Mrs, Lawes admitted in a letter to her 
sister In San Francisco fonnd among 
her possessions after her death.

Miss Hanan opened her eyes, halt 
raised her head from the pillow and 
answered clearly and posltlr-ely:

cian tvaved him away as a sign that 
he must not further tax the strength 
ot the wounded woman.

RIGHTS' PROPOSED 


Program Include* New Conttitit 


tional Amendment Eliminating 


Sex Dirtinctioni 


Washington, Sept. 25- — A woman's 


"bill of rights" proposed for enact- 
ment by the federal and all state 
governments to remove all legal dis- 
criminations against women, was out 
lined today in a statement by the Na- 
tional Woman's party. 


The program Includes a new con- 


stitutional amendment, declaring that 
"no political, civil or legal disabilities 
or Inequalities on account of sex or 
on account of marriage," ahan jj 
vail, together with a bill to give wo- 
men the earns rights, privileges and 
immunities as men- 


It waa announced that Senator Cur- 
tis, Republican, of Kansas, and Repre- 
sentative funs. Republican, of Ohio. 
would Introduce 
the new proposed 


constitutional amendment In congress 
October 1 and that copies of the- new 
bill had been sent to all stat* chair- 
man of the Women's party, except 
Wisconsin, which already has enacted 
the law. 


"Women have the right upon mar- 
riage to choose their names and have 
equal voice In custody of their chil- 
dren, legitimate or Illegitimate, under 
the proposed'new bill of the women's 
organization. 


Other legal righto for women pro- 


posed include: Suffrage, eligibility for 
all offices, freedom of contracts, choice 
of domicile, residence or name, jury 
service, 
acquisition and control of 


property, control of labor and earn- 
ings, eligibility for flducrary positions, 
equality In grounds for divorce, and 
immunities and penaltes for sex of- 
fenses. 


All common law dlsabllltes of -wo- 


men would-be abrogated under the 
constitution.

Federal Indictment of at least seven 


members of the force, four of them 
commanders, may be expected within 
a day or two. United States District 
Attorney Clyne said tonight In a 
letter to Chief Fitzmorris, promising 
that every effort would be made to 
break vp the alleged relationship be- 
tween liquor rings and the police 
force. 


In a statement tonight. Chief Fitz- 


morris declared that prohibition was 
a failure, not only In Chicago but in 


every <lty of which he had knowl- 
edge 


"In Chicago, there ia more drunk- 


edness than there ever waa—more 
deaths from liquor than before pro- 
hibition—more of every evil aitriliut- 
al>le to the use of liquor than jti ihe 
days before the so-called prohibition 
laws became 'effective,'1' ho declared, 
"Prohibition enforcement In Chicago 
is a joke.

HURRICANE ARRIVE 


Spent Three and a Half Days in 


Two Small Boat* After 


Th«ir Ship Foundered 


New York. Sept. 25.—Rescued after 


spending three and a half days in 
two small boats on the open sea when 
their ship, the Italian freighter Ala- 
crita, foundered In a terrlfico hurri- 
cane. Captain Guiseppe Schiaftlno and 
his crew ot 29 men arrived today on 
the Spanish cargo boat Cabo Creux. 


On September 16, the Alacrita en-

And, now he lays that It is not un- 
reasonable to expect that nert winter 
will be a cold one, and that the win- 
ter of 1022-23 will be * warm one.

With the stroke of the clock at 


midnight on Sunday morning, all cit- 
ies and villages of the suite which 
during the summer had been on day- 
light svalng time. Bet their clocks an 
hour back. 
Prom that moment tho 


confusion as to trains and the opera- 
tion oC business jilaces ceased to be. 
In Oneonta, which 
had 
been 
on 


standard time through the year, Jt 
made no difference, nor any to her 
citizens save that when they were In 
Albany, New York or some other city 
which had gone on daylight saving. 


But, now that the season of confu- 


sion is over, there Is a quite general 
sentiment on the part of press and 
people, even in cities where there hits 
been most demand for daylight sav- 
ing, that there should be but one 
time adopted next year In this state. 
The contusion and annoyance result- 
ing from the two times is great, and 
the legislature, to which appeal 
is 


naturally made, should early in the 
session make decision as to what next 
•spring ts to be done. Lost spring, un- 
fortunately, there was 
procrastina- 
tion. Kobody knew until late In the 
session and in the end the matter be- 
came a go-as-you-please proposition 
which satisfied nobody. 


What now appears to be wanted, ts a 


law which, ahalt fls one time for the 
state, and since the larger part of the 
commonwealth favors standard time, 
there will probably bo an effort to 
make that the uniform time. 
Still, 


this should not affect those who de- 
sire to have their factories and other 
establishments close an hour earlier. 
The only thing needed is to begin an 
hour earlier by the clock, and close an 
hour earlier—by the clock. It Is a 
.mistaken Idea—that the hours of la- 
bor must ba governed by fixed rules.

Prohibition Here to Star. 


Prohibition, the speaker contended, 


is here to stay. He said that It was

its provisions.

that in his mind there Is not a doubt 
but that prohibition is 
a. success. 


Stories about its violation which K«t 
considerable publicity, he said, can be 
taken for about half their face value;

magnified at the expense of antl-pro- 
hibitlonists In order to convert the 
public into thinking that the law is
